Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Marshall,  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  annual  report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
conditions  of  the  Urban  District  for  1952. 

The  health  of  the  people,  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained  from  the 
death  rate,  infantile  mortality  rate  and  the  incidence  of  infectious 
disease,  appears  to  be  satisfactory. 

Fifteen  infant  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  and  ten  of  these  were 
neo-natal  deaths,  i.e.  occurring  during  the  first  month — of  the  re- 
maining five,  three  died  from  broncho  pneumonia  and  two  from 
asphyxia  due  to  inhalation  of  food  material  in  vomit.  The  crude  death 
rate  of  4.93  is  the  lowest  recorded  rate  for  the  Corby  District. 

The  number  of  infectious  diseases,  except  for  measles,  remains 
relatively  small — only  three  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital  during 
the  year. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  reduction  in  admissions  to  hospital  in 
recent  years  with  regard  to  infectious  diseases  ; whereas  from  June 
1939  to  1943,  194  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital,  in  the  past  five 
years  only  32  cases  were  removed — in  this  connection  the  advent  of 
the  new  antibiotic  drugs  probably  play  the  most  important  role. 

The  vaccination  figures  compare  favourably  with  that  of  other 
districts  and  are  increasing  steadily,  nevertheless  the  figures  show  that 
the  greatest  percentage  of  the  chiid  population  are  at  risk  against 
small-pox,  and  the  risk  in  Corby  should  be  noted  due  to  the  influx 
of  population  coming  from  all  over  Great  Britain  and  more  especially 
from  areas  where,  in  the  past,  small-pox  outbreaks  have  occurred. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  housing  at  the  end  of  the  year 
numbered  2,468 — steady  progress  has  been  made  with  building  new 
houses  and  the  Council  erected  482  houses  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  the  administration  of  Public  Cleansing  passed  to 
the  Public  Health  Department. 

I wish  to  express  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  also  to  my  colleagues  for  their 
help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. — The  progress  of  the  Devel- 
opment Corporation’s  programme  of  works  necessitated  immediate 
attention  to  the  provision  of  a new  trunk  sewer  along  the  valley 
traversing  the  southerly  part  of  the  Urban  District.  A scheme  was 
therefore  put  in  hand  for  the  laying  of  a new  sewer  with  outfall  at  the 
sewage  treatment  works  to  the  east  and  extending  westwards  therefrom, 
as  a first  stage,  for  \\ miles,  in  33",  30"  and  21"  concrete  pipes.  Approval 
of  the  proposals  in  principle  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  during  December,  and  immediate  steps  were 
taken  to  secure  tenders  for  the  execution  of  the  work. 

A scheme  for  a connection  to  this  trunk  sewer  of  a new  branch 
sewer  0.38  miles  in  length  from  a more  northerly  valley,  to  relieve 
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existing  sewerage  and  to  provide  for  further  large  scale  developments 
in  this  “middle  valley”  area  by  both  the  Council  and  Corporation,  was 
also  prepared  and  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Ministry.  Tenders 
will  be  sought  immediately  the  Ministry’s  sanction  is  to  hand. 

A short  extension  of  a main  foul  water  sewer  in  the  18  inch  pipes, 
together  with  the  culverting  of  a watercourse  using  42"  and  45"  pipes 
was  carried  out  as  work  incidental  to  the  development  for  house 
erection  of  a further  section  of  the  Lodge  Park  Site. 

The  great  extent  of  post-war  development  and  consequent  increase 
of  impermeable  surface  area  has  been  reflected  in  increased  flows  in 
the  natural  drainage  channels  of  the  District  and  has  revealed  in- 
adequacies at  various  points  in  the  existing  capacity  of  both  open 
channels  and  culverts.  A detailed  survey  of  the  whole  of  the  surface 
water  drainage  system  of  the  area  is  in  progress  as  a preliminary  to 
the  framing  of  a programme  of  improvements  required  to  meet  present 
and  future  conditions. 

The  Consulting  Engineers  engaged  by  the  Council  to  consider 
future  requirements  for  the  treatment  of  sewage  submitted  their  Report 
together  with  an  outline  scheme  for  the  construction  of  a new  sewage 
disposal  works.  These  proposals,  which  would  be  carried  out  in  two 
stages  and  contemplate  the  eventual  abandonment  of  the  existing 
works,  were  approved  by  the  Council  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  approval  in  principle.  The 
Ministry’s  decision  is  awaited. 

Public  Cleansing. — Many  difficulties  in  regard  to  labour,  trans- 
port and  tipping  were  experienced  during  the  first  half  of  the  year. 
They  were  solved  only  in  the  Autumn  with  the  delivery  of  an  addi- 
tional vehicle  and  new  sweeper. 

Collection  of  refuse  was  completely  replanned  in  October  and  a 
weekly  collection  of  all  refuse  thereby  ensured.  The  acquisition  of  a 
Chaseside  Hi-Lift  Shovel  rendered  levelling  and  consolidating  of 
refuse  much  more  successful  and  reduced  the  labour  employed  on 
disposal. 

Throughout  the  year  there  was  a constant  flow  of  men  into  and 
out  of  the  department. 

The  Council  has  given  considerable  thought  to  the  future  methods 
of  refuse  disposal  in  the  light  of  increasing  length  of  haul  to  tip  and  the 
possible  difficulties  of  finding  suitable  tipping  space  within  a reasonable 
distance  of  the  town.  Composting  of  refuse  and  sewage  sludge  has 
received  serious  consideration  and  was  still  under  discussion  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Mechanical  cleaning  of  street  gullies  has  continued  satisfactorily  ; 
but  scavenging  of  streets  has  proved  difficult  due  to  lack  of  labour. 
Waste  food  and  paper  salvage  collection  has  been  maintained  through- 
out the  year.

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SECTION  F.  Infectious  Diseases. — 


There  were  297  cases  notified  during  the  year  of  which  Measles 
accounted  for  258.  The  cases  were  mainly  mild.  One  male  aged  nine 
years  who  had  been  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  died  as  a result 
of  Uraemia  and  Bilateral  Hydronephrosis  complicated  by  Measles  and 
Broncho-pneumonia . 

Whooping  Cough. — Twenty  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified 
during  the  year — one  case  was  removed  to  Hospital.  All  the  cases 
recovered. 

Pneumonia. — Five  cases  were  notified  and  one  male  aged  63  years 
died.  All  the  cases  were  nursed  at  home. 

Scarlet  Fever. — As  in  previous  years  the  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever 
has  been  low  in  comparison  with  the  numbers  in  the  most  susceptible 
age  group  that  are  at  risk — one  case  was  removed  to  Hospital  and  all 
recovered. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925. 
The  regulations  empower  the  Council  to  prevent  persons  suffering 
from  tuberculosis  to  engage  in  the  nulk  trade.  No  action  was  taken 
during  1952. 

Ten  cases  of  respiratory  and  three  cases  of  non-respiratory  tuber- 
culosis were  notified  during  the  year.  Eight  of  the  respiratory  cases 
and  two  of  the  non-respiratory  cases  were  patients  who  already  suffered 
from  Tuberculosis  and  removed  into  Corby  during  the  year. 

There  were  four  deaths  from  respiratory  and  one  from  non- 
respiratory  Tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  cases  in  the  Register  at  the  end  of  1952  was  104 
of  which  86  were  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.
